THE SUCRERIES. 


Saturday's judgment of the Cairo Mixed 
Courts brings to an end a painfal drama. The 
avicide of M. Cronier, the sudden death of M. 
de la Bonglise, the extraordinary revelations of 
doctored balance-sheets and yearly losses re- 
coped by—for a time ~successfal speculation, 
are still fresh in our memory, as are the long 
delays, the fruitless attempts at reconstruction 
and compromise, and the weight of expert 
evidence that marked the stages of the legal 
procesdings to which Cronier’s suicide and 
the consequent crash gave rise.Ths curtain has 


[fallen on the first and second acts of a tragedy; 


let us hope that the third will disappoint the 
expectations of the pessimist.If ramonr is to be 
trasted the composition of the new board is a 
guarantee that the management of the Sagar 
Company will henceforward bs prudent bat 
energetic, economical but foreseeing. 

The results of the “Concordat homologné” 
are, roughly, as follows. The shareholders do 
not really suffer. The redaction of the value’ 
of the shares by two-thirds is inevitable, and 
the shares have for some time past touched a 
far lower figure than fr, 33. If, as we trast, 
matters improve the shareholders cannot but 
benefit. The holders of bills (porteurs des 
traites créancier) are privileged by comparison 
with the former shareholders, but are under 
tha same obligations in regard to their com- 
mon creditors. They abandon 257 of their 
claims, but recover that amount on reimborse- 
ment. The position of the debantare-holders 
remains unchanged, while the creditors by 
simple contract renounce the right of imme- 
diately recovering their claims. 

The Daira Sagar Compony has agreed to 
the sale of the Sagar Oompany’s railways to 
the State, thus reducing by 50% the debt due 
to it. As forthe remainder ot the debt it 
becomes “mortgage creditor” instead of privi- 
leged creditor, redaces the annocal interest 
due to it by 1 per ceat., and sarrenders 
the six-monthly psyments formsrly made for 
repayment over a period of years by the 
drawing of the debentures it receives.

NEW ERA OPENS FOR INDUSTRY. 


On Saturday the Mixed Court of Cairo gave 
its final judgment in the case of the Société 
des Sucréries et de la Raffinerie d’Egypte. 
Jadge Tuck presided and the Sucréries and 
their creditors were represented by Me. 
Carton de Wiart. The distinguished counsel 
pleaded the case of his clients with eloquence 
and skill, and his efforts were crowned with 
success, the concordat judiciare and the recon- 
struction of the company being granted. 

We understand that the new directors of 
the company are Boghos Pacha Nabar, M. 
Raphael Suards, Harari Pacha, Birch Pacha, 
and M. J. A. Cattanui. 

A better board could not have baen formed, 
and we look to the fature of the company 
under its direction with the utmost confidence. 

In the course of his pleading for the com- 
pany, Maitre Carton de Wiart declared that 
the number of creditors favourable to the 
concordat had been increased after it had been 
signed, and that at the present moment this 
nomber was 54,402. ‘Io silence adverse criti- 
cism, he enumerated the several advantages 
which the concordat offered to all parties 
concerned, and closed his pleading with a short 
peroration which made the best impression 
on all in Conrt. 

As not one contested his declaration the 
grefier then read the summing-ap of the 
Judge Commissioner, of which the substance 
follows : “This bankruptcy has been proceeded 
with according to the formalities required by 
law, and a concordat was arranged on May 
23 between the company and its creditors, 
without opposition. Criminal proceedings 
against certain members of the board of the 
company were dismissed by a verdict of not 
guilty. We therefore propose to you to ap- 
prove the concordat so that it may be carried 
out,” 

This recommendation was seconded by 
Bayram Bey, who declared that a concordat 
can be ratified in all cases except in that 
of frandulent bankruptcy. “As a matter of 
equity,” said Bayram Bey, “could you deny 
the benefits of a judicial concordat to an im- 
portant company for the fault of @e or more 
of its directors ?”

AIDA AT THE ABBAS.

Aida was given on Friday night by the 
Castellano company in a most admirable 
fashion. Perhaps s:mething of the magnifi- 
cence and pomp we have for this opera in 
the Khedivial Opera House was wanting, 
but then the scenery for the latter was espe- 
cially made, as was indeed the opera house 
itself, for the opera. The performance was 
excellent except fora slight deterioration in 
the choras in the 4th act.. The tenor (Sig. 
Scalabrini) caught the intection himself for 
that matter, and most grievously too, singing 
the first few notes of his duet in the tomb 
most vilely ont of tune. Bat apart from this 
he was the star of the evening. He has a 
great fine “robusto tenore,” which he knows 
well how to moderate at times, and he interprets 
the part in a fine manner and in most 
complete accordance with the orchestra, This 
—we must repeat our attack—is more than 
we can say for Sig. Arrighetti, who, as usual, 
tried the conductor's patience over and over 
sgain, for his would be-effective long high 
notes. Sig. Manceri has a fine bass, and 
was a most stately king. Sig. D’Anudina as 
Ramfis war poor, and completely spoilt the 
‘“Radames, Radames, Radames” effect at the 
end. It is the great effective point of the 
act, almost of the whole opera, bat his ren- 
dering moved the audience to unseemly 
yet natural laughter, For the rest, Signore 
Gorreta and Riga were good. The latter has 
delightfol low notes. The chorus was fair ; 
and the Inniskilling Fusiliers’ band was ox 
most material assistance, 

We must note one curious feature about 
this company : they have now four tenors, all 
of them unusually good. Sig. Battani is far 
and away the best tenor Cairo has had for 
years, Anselmi not excepted. Signori Grandi 
and Scalabrini are both of them very much 
above the type of singer supplied by the 
Cercle Artistique, and Sig. de Carpi as a 
light tenor is most excellent. So much the 
better for us: but why will not the com- 
pany engage atleast one soprano of the same 
level as the tenors |! Without condemning the 
charming ladies who have so far appeared, 
and who are undoubtedly good, we cannot 
avoid seeing the contrast ; there is quitea 
class between the tenors and the sopranos. 
We have to hear how Sig, Vecchioni takes 
Mefistofele in Faust. Bat as it stands the 
company is remarkable for having these‘four 
tenors and practically no one else of the same 
merit, and that seems an anomaly. The 
company are doing very well as far as receipts 
go, and they will do even better with this 
addition; besides which the balance will be 
kept true, Sig. Battani, for example, does not 
sing atall at his best when he is not thoroughly 
supported in parts of Rigoletto and one or 
two other pieces. When Sig. de Spada rose 
to the occasion fora time (as she certainly 
did) he exerted himself ; but the rest of the 
time he was evidently careless, whereas we 
should like to hear him at his very best all 


through. 
FAUST. 

Faust was given on Saturday night. We 
will begin by announcing the programme for 
this week;— Monday, Traviata; Tuesday, 
Tosca ; Wednesday, Lrnani; Thursday, J/ 
Trovatore, and Friday Mefistofele, The com- 


-| pany are doing their utmost to keep the public, 


and especially the English public, acquainted 
with the prospective performances, and it is 
only fitting that we should assist them as far 
as possible by announcing thege, as we hear 
of them. 

Faust was rather uneven. The chief features 
were the singing of Faust himself ( Sig. 
Baltani) and the acting of Sig. Vecchioni 
as Mefistofele. He was made up to tho last 
point of perfection,—it is curious, by the way, 
to notice the resemblance between Mefistofele, 
Napoleon II1., and the caricature type of early 
Yankee; that goatee beard has a great 
suggestion of hard devilry and subtlety. His 
acting was asgood as his appearance; and if 
only he recovers from his cold, we shall enjoy 
his appearance as the far greater Mefistofele 
on Friday. Signor Battani was unusually 
delightfal, and we really cannot single out any 
one part ofhis performance, where all was so 
excellent. Sigoa. Lery we cannot praise or 
excase, The part of Marguerite is surely well 
enough known to be well sung; and Signa. 
Lery has a fine voice. Why, then, must she 
spoil the whole part from beginning to end 
with an intolerable vibrato? [t sounds abomin- 
able at any time, and always suggests that the 
singer cannot quite, or will not quite, hit the 
note, relying on a vibrato above and below it. 
A high note, fortissimo, can ba covered after a 
fashion in that manner, but the effect, with a 
sott note, is disastrous. Tbe Jewel song was 
passable, as was the “King in Thale;” but the 
rest, especially the final trio,was quite marred 
by this fault, We should hesitate to speak so 
severely but that Signa. Leary has a good 
voice, and can perfectly well dispense with the 
one thing that spoils it. Valentino (Signa. 
Pompa) was dull and lacking in tone and 
power. Siebel (Signa. Esposito) was very good 
in her small part; and the rest of the per- 
formers were quite adequate, the cackling 
chorus of the old men being excellent. We do 
fervently hope for tha best on Friday: if only 
Sig. Vecchioni has shaken off his cold, and 
Signa, Lery same of her vibrato, the perform- 
ance will be good. Méejfistofele isa splendid 
opera, and deserves all that can be given in 
the way of interpretation.

GIANT CRANE IN USE. 


‘From our CoRRESPONDENT). 


Port Said, Saturday. 


Last week the giant crane brought out by 
the Canal Company was dispatched to Kabret 
to assist in raising the South light station, 
which was wrecked by the 8 8. Assyrian, of the 
Anchor Line, barging into it. 


Transport Aground, 


On Thuraday the Royal Edward, with over a 
thousand Russian troops from Vladivostock, 
grounded in the Canal at foar in the morning. 


Navigation was interrupted until five in the 
evening, 


More Russian Troops, 


The Rassian Government has signed farther 
contracts for the repatriation of her troops. 
We shall consequently see another hundred 
thousand at least pass through onr port. The 
conduct of those who have passed through 
already, numbering over 100,000, has been 
excellent. The general fine physique of the men 
has been mach commented on, and their good 
behaviour hag won praise on all sides. A pleas- 
ing feature is that British ships now seem to 
prepoaderate as the hired transports, : 


The Haversham Grange, 


The 8.8. Haversham Grange, which reached 
Port Said early on Sunday evening with 3,500 
Rassian troops on board, still bears traces of 
her collision in the Straits of Malacca, Having 
received at Singapore temporary repairs she 
will be thoroughly overhauled on arrival at 
Odessa. Great credit is due to the officers of 
the ship and the Russian troops that no serious 
casualties occurred. Anything like a panic on 
& Russian transport loaded to her fall capacity 
with a living freight would be too dreadful 
to contemplate. 


Wreok of the Roon. 


The 8.8. Roon, of the North German Lloyd 
Line, well known in ovr port, was wrecked, 
during a storm on the 19th of last month, off 
the coast of Japan. The passengers and crew 
were safely landed by a relief ship sent by the 
Japanese Government. There is some prospect 
of salvage operations being successfal. 


Japanese Line. ‘ 


The Japanese Mail Steamship Co.’s Kamachee 
Maru arrived to-day. This line has now been 
in fall swing again for some time. The Earopean 
service of ships which call at Shanghai, Hong 
Kong, Singapore, Penang and Colombo is fort- 
nightly. Almost the whole of the officers and 
crew are Japanese. Usually the captain is 
German or English. Messrs. Worms and Co., of 
Port Said, are the agents for this line. 


Naval Movements. 


The second-class cruiser Andromeda left 
Port Said early on Wednesday morning en 
route for Malta. Torpedo-toat No. 64, which 
was left behind here for repairs, sailed with 
her. The Minerva and Diana left earlier in the 
week for the same destinatian, 


The Sporting Club. 


On Wednesday evening a largely attended 
meeting of the founders and members of the 
Sporting Club was held at the Gouvernorat 
under the presidency of H.E. Mohamed Maher 
Bey, Governor of the Suez Canal. One heard 
on all sides remarks as to the exoallent business- 
like way the Governor conducted so successfal 
a meeting. His Excellency is president of the 
club with Schalk Bey as vice-president. The 
interest taken in the club by all nationalities 
augurs well for ita foture, It is intended to 
eract a pretty pavilion, plans of which were 
shown. Cricket, hockey, football, and tennis, 
will be played on the new ground. In spite of the 
apparent interest in the club ascribed to ladies, 
we hear that none were present at the meeting, 
although no doabt many of them will join the 
club later on.

THE DANGERS OF RAILWAY 
TRAVELLING. 


To Tue Eprror or Tae “Eayprian Gazerrs.” 

; Dear Sir, Having read your two publica- 
tions in to-day’s issue concerning railway 
accidents, due entirely to the non-fastening of 
the carriage doors, I would like to bring to 
your notice, what appears to me as being the 
main reason why this so frequently occurs. 
There is apparently a regulation stipulating 
that all Ist-class compartments should be 
locked, not only fastened by the latch. This 
order was issued mainly to prevent the break- 
ing of doors, left open on empty trains, when 
passing over bridges and other narrow places. 
In consequence the guards are more or less 
carefal to doso when the compartments are not 
occupied, but afteropening same for passengers 
to enter they very often do not trouble even 
to close them again, leaving this for the 
travellers to do. The above stated arrangement 
is of the greatest inconvenience and danger to 
passengers travelling by local trains. Ona ia 
often kept waiting till the last minate, before 
being able to enter the train, as the guard is, 
as often as not, at the other end of the plat- 
form, and when he arriver, the key either does 
not fit, or the lock is too much worn for it to 
have the desired effect of cpening same. Also 
if you have to descend from the opposite side 
of the train, you may run the risk of being 
carried on to the next station, before the door 
is opeaed, unless you are sofficiently agile as 
to climb through the window, as I myself have 
been obliged to do on more than one occasion. 

If instead of this, quite unnecessary, locking 
of the doors, the gaarde, who generally find 
time to bother you for your ticket two or 
three times during a journey, had strict 
orders to see that the handles of the doors 
were daly turned, as well as the ontside 
gatch fastened, before leaving any station, 
whether the compartment was occupied or not, 
and the station-master, who is usually to ba 
found on the platform when a train is leaving 
his station, be held responsible that the 
guard did his daty, there would be no farther 
need of locking the doors, and this would 
tend greatly towards the safety of passengers 
travelling in the trains, 

I have travelled in a carriage with the 
door swinging wide open, having naturally 
expected that the guard who unlocked it 
would have at least fastened it before leaving, 
also when travelling between Alexandria and 
Cairo I have frequently noticed the end door 
ofa corridor carriage w.de open, notwith- 
standing the presence of a farrash ; which, 
is most dangerous to any one walking along 
to the lavatory while the train isin motion.

THE EXCAVATOR’S HOPE. 


If there is a man who has more frequent 
opportunities than others to measure the 
ironies cf chance, he most be the excavator 
of roins. 80 much that is worthless has been 
preserved ; so little has survived of what 
would tke priceless. It was not, unfortanately, 
a consideration present to the mind of the 
book-collectors of classical times, that fifteen 
hundred or two thousand years later the 
descendants of barbarian Northern tribes would 
be equipping schools and societies in order 
to dig out their rabbish-heaps. Doubtlees 
they kept on their shelves other and better 
copies of the manuscripts which they des- 
troyed ; and when they tore across a soiled 
copy of a Pindaric ode or a play of Sophocles, 
they glanced with satisfaction at other per- 
fect copies, just as a book-lover of to-day, 
possessing a first edition of some volume 
worth keeping, would view with indifference 
the destruction of a cheap reprint. Two thou- 
sand years later “the wheel has come fall 
circle,” and the manuscripts carefally retained 
by the old book-collectors have crumbled to 
dust. Fire, earthquake, water, air, the march 
of war, the ignorance of conquering barba- 
rians, have burnt and rotted what tha scholar 
tried to preserve, but the world, with a 
shock of pleasvre, still learns at rare inter- 
vals of discoveries in his rnbbish-heap. 

A great find of ancient papyri has been re- 
ported from Oxhyrhynous, and has been 
described by Dr. B.P. Grenfell and Dr. 
A.8. Hant in a communication pabliehed in 
a recent “Times,” Four winters have been 
spent in excavating at Oxhyrhyncus since the 
discoveries made in 1897, and though it was 
not expected that the fifth winter would add 
greatly to the treasores fourd, as most of the 
rabbish-mounds on which the excavators had 
been at work had been dug down to the depth 
at which papyri cease to be preserved, it has 
happened by a queer twist of good fortune 
tha} the fifth season has produced results far 
richer than the first four, Most of the rabbish- 
mounds which had previous'y been excavated 
had given up nothing of much greater im- 
portance than private letters, accounts, and 
copies of contracts belonging to individuals, 
or else official documents relating to local ar- 
chives. of little literary interest—jast the kind 
of documents which would be expected to be 
found in the house of a non-literary tradesman 
of a classical or any other period. But during 
last winter the excavators had the good 
fortune to light on the remains of the library, 
not of a tradesman, but of a scholar, The 
find, we read, was made on January 28th, 
shortly before sunset ; it was-impossible in 
the fading light to extricate it all, and “a 
strong guard was posted on the spot during 
the night.”'|t is impossible to raad the eentence 
without 9 thrill. What did the happy excava- 
tors dream ot before morning came? Before 
being thrown on the rgbbish-heap the papyri 
had been torn up, as usual, bot “amid hon- 
dreds of smaller fragments there were a couple 
of cores of rolls, containing ten or twelve 
columns, several pieces containing five or six, 
and many more one or two.” Among these 
Jonger pieces some were copies of works which 
are known, some are non-extant. There is a 
Pindar papyrus of pans, anda new tragely 
of Koripides, which the discoverers identify 
as the Hypsipyle ; part of a new history of 
Greece, of which we are told that “it is cleay 
from the style of the fragment that it belongs 
to a historical work on a large scale and of 
first-rate importance, possibly by Ephorus or 
Tbeopompus” ; and several gthey important 
MSS, of extant work. More was to come, 
for a few days jater the excavators came across 
remains of another classical library, from 
which they bave already extracted some 
hitherto unknown work of Sappho and Carci- 
das ; and we are giyen to anderstand that of 
another find of classical manuscripts in the 
same mound there is a large quantity of 
manuscript which hag become affected by 
damp,and will require cleaning before decipher- 
ment is possible. Will decipherment yield 
yet another prizo ? 

The work of excavating Greek and Roman 
roins and remains takes time and money,— 
as in this particular ease we are reminded 
by the fact that farther subsoriptions are 
needed in order to carry on the Oxyrbyachus 
excavations.” There are still hundreds of 
sqnare miles of buried town and countryside 
awaiting the excavator’s spade ; who shall say 
what the work of time may not yield ¢ If the 
highest hopes of the excavators were ever 
realised, or if, rather, the world at large were 
ever to be given what would help it best to 


knowledge of its past, of what discovery] — 


might not the explorer dream? To many, 
perhaps, the greatest discovery of all would be 
a new Gospel, new testimony of the life and 
teaching of the Master of all teachers. Is that, 
indeed, the greatest of all gifts which could 
be desired from the past? It could present us 
with nothing higher, no nobler ideal, no 
greater pictare or history, than the possession 
of the New Testament gives us to-day. As a 
fact, the excavatiqns at Oxyrhynchus have 
revealed a aingle vellum leaf of forty-five lines 
from the manuscript of a lost Gospel, but what 
has that diseovery added to our possessions 
beyond an opening for fresh controversy? In 
this small fragment of the chronicled sayings 
of Christ, which in essentials resembles slightly 
the denanciation of the Pharisees in the similes 
of the whited sepulchre and the cleansing of 
the coup and platter, nothing is added to 
baman knowledge of the mind of the Teacher ;

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Testament. What more than that, except cf 
purely entiquarian interest,could a new Gospel 
give, when the whole Gospe! of the Four Evan- 
gelists has already given everything ? Of anti- 
quarian interest, of course, a new manuscript 
might add much ; in this particular fragment, 
for instance, there are references to methods ot 
parification and to the place of purification, 
the Hagnenterion, set apart in the Temple, 
which will probably provoke speculation. But 
if what is hoped for by the excavator is matter 
of purely antiquarian or literary interest, it 
will not be a new Gospel of which hewill dream. 
The great fact which the student of classical 
literatare, or, at all events, of Greek literatare, 
has always at the back of his mind is that, 
though he has inherited so splendid a king- 
dom, it is hota tithe of what was left to him 
in the beginning. Perhaps he has come into the 
noblest share ; but perhaps, agair, he has 
lost for ever what was once written for all 
time. . Think of tho almost tiny proportion 
of the written work of the great philoso- 
phers and poets of Greece which has survived 
the extraordinarily sodden collapse of the 
outward wealth and majesty of ths Empire. 
ZEschylas is immortal because we have in our 
hands to read to-day the tremendons trilogy of 
the Oresteia, and four other plsys, none of 
them perfect, all of them difficult reading for 
the upside-down reason that in a world in 
which a man could express in words such depth 
and splendour of thought there were such 
inadequate means Of preserving untouched and 
undisguised his great gift to his fellow-crea- 
toree. He had no printing-press to help him 
place his work in the hands of thousands ; 


! 
} 
every letter of every work must be laboriously 
copied down afresh to make a new book; and 
even when the book was made and the parch- 
ment rolled, and the reader could study for 
himself the phrases which he had heard ring- 
ing throngh the bi!l-side tkheatre,—even then 
there were waiting, in an age before men knew 
the value of what they were destroying, all 
the turbulent forces of a civilisation still in 
the making, still_liahle to the danger and 
destraction of invasion, pillage, and rapine so 
wild and senseless that almost no knowledge 
has come to us cf the manner of the destruc- 
tion ; merely itis known that priceless work 
was destroyed. We have seven of the plays of 
ZEschylos, and he wrote sixty; Sophocles 
wrote even more, and we have anly seven; of 
Aristophanes’ fifty-four comedies there remain 
only eleven ; and when we realise what is the 
place in literature held by Enripidies, with the 
eighteen plays the ordered griefs snd glories of 
which we chop up into twenty-one lessons for 
inky handed schaolboys, the question may well 
suggest itself: What place should be his if we 
had all the four or five score he actually wrote ? 
If the dream of the excavator centred round 
the recovery of Greek drama actually known 
to be lost, waald he prefer the grandeur of 
Aeschylus or the grace of Sophocles to the 
compelling humanity of Karipides ? 

Bat he might imagine some even more 
moving discovery. He would hardly, perhaps, 
find his thoughts dwelling for long on the 
debt which the past might be imagined to owe 
the future in the lout books of Livy. The 
great stilist who ‘knew neither what he had 
written, nor what he .was going to write,” 
would not oarve a mach deeper mark on the 
record of literatare if his collectiva works 
could be doubled. His fame belongs lesa to 
what he wrote than to his manner of writing. 
Perhaps, rather, the hope of the excavator is 
of something widely different. He dreams, or 
has dreamt, not of books which have been 
known to be written and Jost, bué of books of 
which there ig qo record of the writing,—books 
which would swing a new planet into the ken 
of the gasers into the past. If there were 
suddenly to emerge a new biographer of Cesar 
or of Alexander ; if Alcibiades, after all, had 
kept a diary, and there were hidden in the ruin 
of come Persian pslace another journal of the 
Sicilian Expedition, or a log-yook of the days 
of Abydos and Aegospetami? Or if he had 
himself written a Symposiom, and had added to 
Xsnophon’s and Plato’s a third portrait of the 
greatest Greek of them all? Inevitably the 
argument comes back at the last to Soorates. 
If he, in the long days after bis trial, had 
written a doz letters to his friends ; if even 
the gaoler had spelt out a few words of the 
intimate record of that quiet prison? Some | 
auch imagining as that, perhaps, is still a hope 
and an inspiration ‘The excavator’s reward, in 
discoveries of lasting value, if it is infrequent, 
is one of the keenest of intellectual pleasures. 
However unsuccessfal the result of the work of 
his spade, he can dip every day into unwritten 
poems and philosophies of fancy.
